I. STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 80-1 17 have been added to the appUcation. Following entry of this Amendment, 
claims 51-117 will be pending. 

Claims 84-1 17 are directed to propellant based aerosols of nanoparticulate dmg 
compositions and methods of making such compositions. New claims 80-83 are directed to 
preferred particle sizes of the Uquid droplet aerosols and methods recited in claims 51 and 65. 

Support for the propellant based aerosol subject matter can be found, for example, in 
original claims 37, 38, and 50, and at page 9, Une 22, through page 10, line 5, of the appUcation. 
In addition, the claims were drafted to replace the abbreviation "MMAD" with the phrase "mass 
median aerodynamic diameter." This abbreviation is well known in the art. 

Claims 80-83, 99, 100 116, and 1 17 are directed to aerosol compositions having 
preferred particle sizes. Exemplary support for this subject matter can be found in the 
specification at, for example, page 13, lines 1-12. 

Because the foregoing amendments do not introduce new matter, entry thereof by the 
Examiner is respectfully requested.
